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Sandown Senior Affairs 
Committee Plans Survey

SANDOWN - The San- 
down Senior Affairs Com- 
mittee/Transportation Pro- 
gram has been at work for 
several months putting to- 
gether policies and infra- 
structure to fulfill its goal of 
providing transportation for 
residents in need. Now it's 
planning to send out a sur- 
vey to residents to gain a 
better understanding of who 
in town needs transporta- 
tion and for what purpose. 

The survey will be made 
available soon. 

The committee plans to 
provide rides primarily for 
senior residents who need 
to get to necessary appoint- 
ments, such as to the doc- 
tor's office or to pick up a 
prescription. 

Committee members are 
hoping that everyone in 
town sees the survey and 



weighs in, but especially 
those who need rides. The 
single-page document asks 
whether residents currently 
participate in other transpor- 
tation programs, whether 
they think one is necessary 
in town, whether they have 
a need for such a program, 
and if so, in what capacity. It 
also seeks to mine the pop- 
ulation that may be willing 
to serve as volunteer drivers. 

Committee member Lin- 
da Gauvin said the survey 
will be important in finding 
out who needs help and 
who can offer time to fill 
that need. 

The group has estab- 
lished a volunteer driver 
application, volunteer poli- 
cies and procedures, pas- 
senger registration and 
activity forms and by-laws. 
Once the group has a more 
concrete idea of who needs 
what and who can volun- 
teer, members can begin 



driver training and eventu- 
ally organizing rides. 

The group was approved 
as an official town commit- 
tee by the board of select- 
men in September. The 
committee is modeling what 
it plans to do after a similar 
program in Atkinson that 
has seen much success and 
community support. Mem- 
bers have met with leaders 
of Atkinson's program and 
seen its work in action. 

Chair Nelson Rheaume 
said he is anxious to get 
started because he knows of 
so many people who would 
benefit. 

The group initially had 
more expansive plans for 
supporting the elderly, 
including the creation of a 
loaner's closet for medical 
supplies, the creation of a 
trusted contractors database 
and the organization of flu 
clinics. While those ideas 
continued on page 3

to Hampstead as it address- 
es firefighter safety as well 
as public safety," Carrier 
said. "We are very fortunate 
for this grant program and 
Hampstead's representation 
in Washington, as this pro- 
gram allows us to purchase 
much-needed vehicles and 
equipment while minimiz- 
ing the community's costs." 

The Assistance to Fire- 
fighters Grant Program pro- 
vides funding to fire depart- 
ments and emergency med- 
ical services organizations 
to enhance their response 
capabilities, and to more 
effectively protect the 
health and safety of public 
and emergency response 
personnel with respect to 
fire and all other hazards.

HAMPSTEAD - Fire 
Chief Michael Carrier is 
proud of the success he has 
had with getting federal 
grant money to upgrade the 
town's fleet of fire trucks, 
engines and equipment. His 
latest success was announ- 
ced last week by the office of 
U.S. Sen. Jeanne Shaheen, D- 
NH, saying he has been 
awarded a Federal Emer- 
gency Management Agency 
(FEMA) grant of $308,750 
for a new water tanker truck. 

Shaheen's announce- 
ment said the grant comes 
through the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Homeland Securi- 
ty's Assistance to Firefight- 
ers Grant Program. The 
money will allow Hamp- 



stead Fire to replace its cur- 
rent tanker truck, which is 
27 years old and unsafe for 
firefighters to operate. 

The new truck will 
enable firefighters to carry 
3,000 gallons of water to 
use in fighting fires and will 
be critical to the depart- 
ment's fire prevention oper- 
ations in Hampstead, where 
there are few fire hydrants. 

"In order to perform 
their jobs effectively, fire- 
fighters must have safe 
equipment," Shaheen said. 
"This grant will allow 
Hampstead Fire to replace 
an aging, unsafe truck with 
a new, more reliable one 
that will help the depart- 
ment maximize its firefight- 
ing potential and keep the 
citizens of Hampstead safe."

Cable Member Questions 
Funding Cut for Employee

CHESTER - Public 
Access Community Televi- 
sion (PACT) member Bob 
Grimm met with the board 
of selectmen to discuss why 
funding for a part-time 
cable station employee was 
cut from PACT's budget 
proposal. 

At the Thursday, March 
22, selectmen's meeting, 



Grimm questioned why nei- 
ther he nor any other mem- 
ber of the committee was 
formally notified of the cut, 
and what the reasoning 
behind the decision was, 
especially in light of the fact 
that the cable station is run 
not through tax dollars but 
through the collection of 
cable franchise fees. 

Chester has three com- 
munity access channels, 
channel 20 for government, 



channel 21 for general pub- 
lic access, and channel 22 
for education. 

The cable station lost 
volunteer Dick Godfrey in 
2010 when he died, and 
since then has been strug- 
gling to keep up with 
demands. Most of the work 
now falls on longtime vol- 
unteers Hilary Hall, Grimm 
and Lenny Stein. Recruiting 
for new volunteers to keep

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Traeger Reelected Chair of Sandown Planning Board

SANDOWN - It was a 
relatively quick first meet- 
ing of the new planning 
board on Tuesday, March 
20. The makeup of the 
board is much the same as 
last year's group, with the 
exception of the absence of 
former chair and vice chair 
Donna Green. 

Longtime member Ed 
Mencis was once again 
elected to the board March 
13, along with previously 
appointed member Ernie 
Brown. Green did not seek 
election. 

Mark Traeger was voted 
in as chair for another year. 
Mencis nominated him, sec- 
onded by Fred Daley. In his 
recommendation, Mencis 
said Traeger had done a 
great job in the previous 
year, calling him level-head- 
ed, fair and balanced. 

"He's a true champion 
for being chairman," joked 
Mencis. 



The vote for Traeger was 
unanimous other than his 
own abstention. 

Matt Russell was voted 
in as vice chair. Though he 
had some concerns about 
serving in the role, consid- 
ering he was an appointed, 
not elected, member, other 
board members assured him 
it was fine. Russell joked 
that he would take on the 
role as long as the news was 
kept from his wife. 

Russell was initially 
appointed to the board as an 
alternate, but following the 
resignation of longtime 
member Marilyn Cormier 
earlier this year, was 
appointed to a permanent 
position. 

The board discussed the 
progress of the update to 
the Master Plan with Daley, 
head of the Master Plan 
Advisory Committee. 

While Traeger suggested 
that it would be wise to use 
planning board meetings to 
review Master Plan chapters 
to complete them as soon as 



possible, Daley argued that 
such a process may have the 
opposite effect. 

Daley said the work was 
proceeding steadily, and rec- 
ommended that the sub- 
committee finalize a draft 
proposed chapter before 
bringing it to the planning 
board. Without doing that, 
he said, the group ran the 
risk of slowing the process 
with redundant review. 

The board agreed to 
Daley's recommendation, 
Traeger saying the planning 
board can always be a 
resource for the subcommit- 
tee. The group agreed to 
work on revised chapters at 
its next meeting in April. 
Which chapters will be 
reviewed will be decided on 
at a later date. 

The board also dis- 
cussed the benefits of 
impact fees in light of the 
Master Plan. Town engineer 
Steve Reach talked about 
the importance of having 
both the Master Plan and a 
Capital Improvements Plan 
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a day waiting. 
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in place to direct those fees 
to appropriate projects. 
Impact fees are paid upon 
new home construction in 
an effort to help pay for the 
services those new homes 
prompt. It's lauded as a way 
for new residents to help 
pay their fair share of those 
services. 



Impact fees in Sandown 
haven't been reviewed for a 
few years, and the board 
may take a look at them 
again to make sure they're 
appropriate or to potentially 
direct the fees into new 
areas. 

In other business: 

• The board approved 



the request of Norma 
Drowne to renew the Con- 
ditional Use Permit for the 
subdivision known as 
Hersey Highlands. It is 
located off Odell Road. The 
permit was set to expire on 
May 19, but the board 
unanimously renewed it for 
another two years. 



Chester Multi-Purpose 
Room Slated for Makeover

CHESTER - The Multi- 
Purpose Room (MPR) is set 
to get a makeover this 
spring, and with it, poten- 
tially the whole municipal 
complex. 

The town's maintenance 
worker Tony Amato met 
with the board of selectmen 
on Thursday, March 22, to 
offer an update on the work 
he's done since being hired 
about 90 days ago, and what 
he plans to do in the coming 
months. 

The board gave the go- 
ahead for Amato to begin 
painting the exterior of the 
MPR. Amato wants to have 



it ready for Town Meeting, 
in part because much of the 
building is showing its age 
and damage from balls 
being thrown against its 
outside walls. The stucco 
will be patched as well. 

The cost for painting the 
MPR is estimated to be 
about $1,200 for labor and 
paint and another $375 for 
a lift. The lift will also be 
used to fix lights, ballasts 
and fan cages on the MPR's 
ceiling. And the MPR will 
get a new curtain in April. 

Amato noted some sig- 
nificant cost savings he's 
found with different ven- 
dors, particularly by stream- 
lining operations with the 
utilization of Lowe's for 



most purchases. 

Other maintenance is- 
sues that have been taken 
under Amato's wing, accord- 
ing to comments at the 
meeting, include making 
sure water testing is getting 
done, better communication 
with town departments, 
replacement of lead pipes in 
the Wason Pond Communi- 
ty Center, a better and less 
expensive municipal com- 
plex generator service agree- 
ment, plans to re-landscape 
part of the municipal com- 
plex, and improved mainte- 
nance and care of lawn 
mowing equipment. 

The board thanked 
Amato for his work and the 
update. 



Driver Injured, Charged in Rollover 
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HAMPSTEAD - Hamp- 
stead Police, Fire and Res- 
cue responded to a motor 
vehicle rollover on West 
Road near Boulder Cove 
Road Sunday, March 25, 
about 5 p.m. 

Police Officers Joe 
Touma and Mark Conway 
found a 2000 VW Passat 
lying on its side wedged 
between two trees. The lone 
occupant was the vehicle's 
driver, who had been 
thrown through the passen- 
ger side window, where he 
was found hanging out the 



window. 

The driver, Sean Dooley, 
21, 11 Buttrick Road, 
Hampstead was conscious 
and alert. It took Rescue 
and Fire personnel approxi- 
mately 40 minutes to free 
the driver from the wreck- 
age, according to Hamp- 
stead Police Lt. John Fra- 
zier. 

Dooley, after being extri- 
cated from the wreckage, 
was taken by ambulance to 
Parkland Medical Center in 
Derry with minor lacera- 
tions to his head, arms and 
hand. Touma and Conway 
followed Dooley to the hos- 
pital, where he was subse- 



quently arrested for Driving 
While Intoxicated. 

"Dooley was traveling 
east on West Road when he 
lost control of his vehicle," 
Frazier said. "Excessive 
speed and impairment due 
to the effects of alcohol con- 
sumption appear to be con- 
tributing factors in the acci- 
dent." 

Dooley was brought 
back to the Hampstead 
Police Station, charged, 
booked and released on 
$750 personal recognizance 
bail. He is scheduled to 
appear in Plaistow District 
Court on May 7. 
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Selectmen Focus on Bid Process, Private Roads, Garbage Pickup

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Board of Selectmen dealt 
with an unusually large 
number of issues that had 
them tap dancing around 
decision making Monday 
night. It began with a return 
to an old issue of plowing 
private roads, moved to dis- 
cussion about reducing the 
allowed curbside garbage 
pick-up, and ended with a 
mildly contentious look at 
which bidder should get the 
mowing bid and which 
board, Selectmen or Recre- 
ation, had the legal right to 
make that decision. 

The Recreation Commis- 
sion has typically brought its 
recommendation on who 
should be awarded the con- 
tract for fertilization and 
mowing to the selectmen, 
who have usually gone along 
with that recommendation - 
until last year, when Chair- 
man Sean Murphy objected 
to not selecting the low bid- 



der for the mowing contract. 
He was overruled last year. 

This year, seven bids for 
fertilization and 12 for mow- 
ing came in. 

Recreation Chairwoman 
Kim Colbert told the select- 
men the commission recom- 
mended Greener Days for a 
second year for fertilization, 
although it wasn't the low 
bidder. Murphy questioned 
the choice but as the lowest 
bidder was from out of town 
nd the cost differential was 
minimal, he joined the other 
selectmen and voted to 
award this contract. 

For the mowing, Colbert 
suggested looking at the 
three local companies, Tau- 
rus Landscaping, Bennett 
Landscaping and Auger 
Property Management, and 
asked the board for input. 
Taurus was set aside because 
its math was inaccurate and 
the amount per cut (there are 
roughly 57 cuts) did not add 
up to the total bid. 

Auger, according to Col- 
bert, was the commission's 



choice, but Bennett was less 
expensive. 

Auger said the company 
did a lot of extra work and 
was in town and on the fields 
daily. In the midst of the dis- 
cussion, with Murphy ques- 
tioning why the town should 
allow a monopoly to develop 
by awarding Auger the con- 
tract for a third year, Chad 
Bennett arrived to promote 
his company. 

Into the mix was tossed 
Colbert's question on which 
group has the legal right to 
make the decision. Select- 
woman Priscilla Lindquist 
said she believed Colbert was 
correct in saying the Recre- 
ation Commission had that 
authority. After checking the 
statute, Selectman Rick Har- 
tung said the wording didn't 
convince him that Recreation 
had that power, and he want- 
ed to check with Town 
Counsel in the morning. 

The selectmen voted to 
award the mowing contract 
to Taurus, only if it agreed to 
the bid amount of $19,950. 



Waste Disposal 

Recycling and Waste Dis- 
posal Committee Chairman 
Pat Bracken provided details 
of the 2003 regulation gov- 
erning curbside trash. At this 
time residents can put out 
four barrels not exceeding 40 
gallons each or six 30-gallon 
bags or twelve 15-gallon 
bags. That would allow up to 
240 pounds of curbside trash 
for each household per week. 

Bracken did the math 
based on the tonnage picked 
up, divided by the number of 
households, resulting in an 
average curbside trash pick- 
ed up weekly of 32 pounds. 

He recommended the 
board reduce by half the total 
allowed weekly, which 
would be two barrels not to 
exceed 40 gallons or four 
bags not to exceed 30 gal- 
lons, meaning 60 to 120 
pounds of curbside trash 
weekly. 

Initially Hartung favored 
a smaller reduction, suggest- 
ing a phased in approach, but 
after hearing comments on 



how people do better with 
having to make only one 
decision, he supported Recy- 
cling's recommendation for a 
50 perfect reduction. 
Lindquist was in favor of the 
reduction from the outset. 

Murphy opposed it, say- 
ing people pay for the service 
with taxes and the numbers 
aren't going the wrong way. 
"The system isn't broke so we 
just need to do more educa- 
tion," he said. 

The selectmen voted 2-1, 
with Murphy voting no, to 
accept the Recycling Com- 
mittee's recommendation to 
reduce allowable trash by 
half. 

Bracken said the new reg- 
ulation will take effect July 2, 
when Recyclebank begins. 
Hampstead was chosen to 
represent New Hampshire in 
Recyclebank's "50 State 
Challenge" sponsored by SC 
Johnson. The program starts 
July 2, and residents will be 
able to participate in the 
Recyclebank program free 
for two years. Residents 



who recycle and log their 
recycling participation with 
Recyclebank will be eligible 
for Recyclebank rewards. A 
flier will be mailed to resi- 
dents in May with details. 
Private Roads 

Resident Neil Emerson 
brought up the issue of plow- 
ing private roads. He asked 
why Road Agent Jon Wor- 
then was allowing a private 
road off Hastings Drive and a 
second private road off Bon- 
nie's Way to be plowed. He 
said he thought the town had 
set a policy against plowing 
private roads a year or so ago. 

The private road off Hast- 
ings Drive goes past Har- 
tung's house, and he was vis- 
ibly embarrassed at the issue. 
He said he never asked that 
it be plowed and thought it 
was done because it was eas- 
ier for the plows to go that 
way in a circle rather than 
having to turn around. Mur- 
phy said the board would 
look into it and Emerson 
requested that the board 
publicly respond to him.

aren't off the table perma- 
nently, members are focus- 
ing on transportation to 
make sure they aren't over- 
extending themselves to the 
detriment of what they see 
as the most crucial part for 
their work. 

During the formation of 
the Senior Affairs Commit- 
tee, concern arose that the 
group was seeking to dupli- 
cate services already provid- 
ed by Community Care- 
givers of Greater Derry, 
which serves Sandown. 

Both groups have said 
they'd like to work coopera- 



tively, as the more help for 
those in need, the better. 

Caregivers provides rides 
and other services, includ- 
ing a loaner's closet for med- 
ical supplies, for elderly, dis- 
abled and otherwise home- 
bound residents in San- 
down, Chester, Hampstead, 
Derry, Danville, Londonder- 
ry and Windham. Executive 
director Cindee Tanuma 
said that while there is 
always a need for its servic- 
es and new residents are 
routinely letting Caregivers 
know of that need, she 
thinks Caregivers is meeting 
that need. She conceded 
that here might be an 
unknown need, and encour- 



aged anyone to call if they, a 
neighbor or a friend could 
benefit from Caregivers' 
services (See related story 
page 5). 

Many of the towns Care- 
givers serves have other 
organizations that work to 
make sure homebound sen- 
iors and other populations 
receive the care they need. 
Tanuma has met with the 
Sandown Elderly Affairs 
Committee to offer sugges- 
tions and said a new group 
might look to find an unmet 
need within the community, 
especially as there are some 
social activities - going to 
the hairdresser, visiting 
friends - that Caregivers 



does not address. 

Caregivers is licensed, 
bonded and insured and has 
been working in the area for 
more than two decades. 

Gauvin said several 
things still need to fall into 
place for the Sandown 
group to begin offering its 
services. To that end the 
committee is putting out 
the call for donations, vol- 
unteers, gas cards and vehi- 
cles. If there's a reliable 
vehicle that someone can 
afford to donate to the pro- 



gram, members said they'd 
be very thankful. 

"What we want to do is 
provide rides, so whatever it 
takes to do that, we'll do," 
said Gauvin. 

The intent is to provide 
the service free, but to get to 
that point the committee 
needs funds. It has about 
$700 now, and is looking 
at fundraising ideas. The 
group has a town-overseen 
trust fund to secure any 
donations or fundraising. 

Once residents receive 



the survey, they're asked to 
return it to: the Sandown 
Senior Affairs Transporta- 
tion Committee c/o San- 
down Police Department 
PO Box 309, Sandown, NH 
03873, or drop it off at 
Town Hall. Donations can 
be sent to the police station 
as well. 

The police department 
will be the public face of the 
program once it starts. 
Members say that will help 
give passengers a sense of 
security and confidentiality.

Of course, we didn't really have 
winter, so it's hard to say what season 
comes next, or what season we're in at 
the moment. Especially when last 
week we went directly from winter to 
summer.

And if nothing else works, we 
know that even if spring ends up as 
weird a season as winter was, a real 
northern New England summer can't 
be too far away. 
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Elderly Exemption 

To the editor: 

This letter is in response 
to Sandown's Deb Brown's 
Letter to the Editor. 

First and foremost is the 
fact that the elderly real 
estate exemptions came 
about because towns were 
having problems getting 
bond issues passed because 
of vigorous opposition by 
the elderly The New Hamp- 
shire legislature, in their 
wisdom, created the real 
estate exemption, which in 
turn almost entirely re- 
duced the elderly opposi- 
tion to bond issues. It was 
never based on need. 

The exemption had 
another benefit. It helped to 
keep the elderly in their 
homes instead of going into 
county-supported rest homes 
and receiving Medicaid, 
thus keeping the county's 
budget from going out of 
sight. The original exemp- 
tion never came about 
because of anyone's gen- 
erosity. The increase to the 
exemption dollar amounts 
and the raising dollar 
amounts to qualify for the 
exemption was the result of 
the voters' generosity. She 
states that $160,000 in 
taxes was waived for the 
elderly, which is less than 
the cost to the taxpayers for 
the 12 full-time town 
employees' medical cover- 
age. The cost to a person 
over 65 and on Social Secu- 
rity for Medicare and the

necessary supplemental 
coverage is three times 
more than what the 12 full- 
time town employees pay 
for their share of the town's 
provided medical coverage. 

Regarding Ms. Brown's 
attempt to create friction 
between the young and the 
old, I am not going to par- 
ticipate, only to say that 
most of the elderly have 
paid their dues while bring- 
ing up families. In some 
cases, like my wife and I, 
bringing up and supporting 
grandchildren without any 
cost to the taxpayers. We 
were able to do this because 
God blessed me with good 
enough health to work two 
jobs into my 80s. 

Please don't cry on my 
shoulder about the struggle 
to raise a family. Most of us 
elderly have already been 
through this. Some, like my 
wife and I, for a second 
time. 

Nobody questions your 
right to vote, many of us 
question the impropriety 
and the morality of 16 citi- 
zens being allowed to deny 
2,761 registered voters their 
right to vote for or against 
the subject in question. 
Sandown has one of the 
highest median income lev- 
els in the state, but the low- 
est elderly exemption dollar 
amounts of the four towns 
in the Timberlane School 
District and lower than the 
neighboring towns of Ches- 
ter and Hampstead. 

The 16 mostly town 



employees should be ash- 
amed of themselves for vot- 
ing to deny 96 seniors, 
some in their 90s, an in- 
crease in their elderly ex- 
emptions.

responder organizations 
obtain emergency response 
equipment, personal protec- 
tive equipment, firefighting 
and emergency vehicles, 
and training. All grants 
require a local match. 

"I originally requested 
$275,000 but was awarded 
$325,000," Carrier said. 
"Therefore, the department 
should have the funds nec- 
essary to purchase this vehi- 



cle. The total amount of the 
grant was for $325,000, but 
the federal portion is for 
$308,750, which is 95 per- 
cent, and the town's portion 
is 5 percent, or $16,250." 

Over the next few weeks 
Carrier will put together a 
Request For Proposal (RFP) 
to send out to companies 
that build tanker trucks. 
Once the RFPs come back 
and are opened and studied, 
the Board of Selectmen will 
award the winning bid. 
Then the build process for 



the vehicle will begin. 

"We also received a 
grant for the sprinkler and 
fire alarm system, and we 
are beginning that project 
soon," Carrier said. "Plus, 
the parking lot drainage 
issue will be corrected too. 
So, over the next few 
months there will be a lot of 
positive things happening at 
the Hampstead Fire Depart- 
ment. It is hopeful that all 
projects will be completed 
by early to late fall." 
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Chester Town Budget Review Under Way, Hearing is April 9

CHESTER - Town bud- 
get review is well under way 
in preparation for the public 
budget hearing on April 9. 
The selectmen have already 
presented their numbers to 
the budget committee 
which, beginning at their 
March 5 meeting, has seen 
them reviewing the num- 
bers. 

No decisions have yet 
been made on the budget 
that will go to voters, but 



the number presented to the 
committee by the selectmen 
shows an increase of 
$208,949, or 6.82 percent 
over current year spending. 
The committee is in discus- 
sions to come up with a per- 
centage increase they say 
would be palatable to tax- 
payers and to move forward 
from there. 

While much of the ini- 
tial meeting on the numbers 
was comprised of docu- 
menting questions and 
seeking more information, 
on Monday of last week the 



committee met with the 
selectmen for about two 
hours to get some of those 
questions answered. 

The committee also met 
Wednesday, March 21. 
Among other topics, it dis- 
cussed the biggest ticket 
item that will likely go to 
voters, a $6 million bond 
for road work. The select- 
men and road agent Mike 
Oleson have been dis- 
cussing the article over the 
course of a few meetings, 
and the selectmen agreed to 
put forward a $6 million, 



10-year bond without speci- 
fying projects. 

While Oleson has a list 
of roads that he thinks are 
top priority, the selectmen, 
led by Mike Weider, are hes- 
itant to list them and would 
rather approve the money 
and later work with the 
road agent and public on 
what projects would be 
funded. 

The budget committee 
does not look like it will 
favor the bond article. 
According to chair Rhonda 
Lamphere, the committee 



thinks the tax impact in 
years two through 10 is too 
great a burden on taxpayers. 
In year two, the bond 
and interest would total 
$780,000, something that 
by itself may be manage- 
able, but combined with 
other required town ex- 
penses is too much in the 
committee's view. 

The committee consid- 
ered suggesting a lower 
bond figure to the select- 
men but what figure would 
be palatable has not yet 
been decided. 



The budget committee is 
also in the process of 
reviewing warrant articles 
that the selectmen will like- 
ly forward to Town Meeting. 
Though the board has 
reviewed the articles and 
come up with a list, a deci- 
sion to formally approve 
them was put off at its 
March 22 meeting because 
article wording had not yet 
been vetted by counsel. 

The public hearing on 
the budget is set for Mon- 
day, April 9, at 7 p.n. in the 
Selectmen's meeting room.

Budget Committee Reorganizes

HAMPSTEAD - With 
Town Meeting over for 
another year and the next 
budget season months away, 
Hampstead's Budget Com- 
mittee reorganized and put 
away their work until Sep- 
tember. 

The committee elected 
Matt Murphy in absentia as 
secretary for the coming 
year and assigned him as 
liaison to the School Board. 
Member Chip Hastings 
nominated Bob O'Brien to 
continue as chairman of the 



committee, and Hastings 
was nominated to continue 
as vice chairman. All the 
positions were unanimously 
approved. O'Brien was also 
assigned as liaison to the 
School Board. 

"There is so much going 
on at the School District 
and with the teacher con- 
tract coming up, I think we 
should have our School 
Board liaisons continue in 
an active manner," member 
Brian Vass said. 

O'Brien agreed, assign- 
ing himself and Murphy the 
task of staying up on School 
Board issues. The rest of the 



liaison assignments were 
left until September. 

The committee discuss- 
ed the results of the recent 
Town Meeting and in partic- 
ular what they thought 
caused the defeat of the pro- 
posed new police station. 
They said many residents 
are still having economic 



difficulties and didn't want 
to add to their tax burden, 
that the building should be 
a safety complex, and that 
perhaps it should be pre- 
sented as a one-year outlay, 
thus avoiding the require- 
ment for a three-fifths 
majority in favor. 
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Tanuma, adding that the 
more drivers she has, the 
easier it is on everyone, and 
the call for more drivers was 
not indicative of a gap in 
ability to provide services. 

Tanuma estimated that 
each week across its service 
area, about 12 new residents 
are linked with the services 
they need, but each week, 
just as many new calls come 
in. While it moves her to 
think of all of those who 
have received helped, she 
concedes that it's work that 
will never be finished. 

Caregivers serves the 
transportation, home and 
social needs of elderly, dis- 



abled and homebound resi- 
dents in Sandown, Chester, 
Hampstead, Derry, Danville, 
Londonderry and Wind- 
ham. Its office is at the 
Masonic Lodge in Derry. 

About 30 percent of 
what the group does is pro- 
vide transportation, with 
the remaining 70 percent in 
at-home related services. 
Caregivers provides its serv- 
ices at no cost and is sup- 
ported by numerous organi- 
zations, grants and fund- 
raising.

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Trust Fund Trustees Respond to Selectmen's Comments

CHESTER - The Trus- 
tees of the Trust Fund met 
with the selectmen in 
response to comments made 
about the group at a previ- 
ous meeting of the select- 
men and library trustees. 
That January meeting saw 
some selectmen questioning 
the ability of the trustees to 
effectively invest the town's 
trust. 

The meeting with the 
selectmen on Thursday 
March 22, saw trustees and 
financial advisor Greg Telge 
explaining the investment 
process, and the trustees 
seeking to explain their 
position in light of the earli- 
er negative comments. 

The issue centers on a 
drop in library trust fund 
return that has had the 
library asking for additional 
appropriations from taxpay- 
ers in recent years. All ben- 
eficiaries of the Common 
Trust Fund (CTF) receive a 
prorated share of its return. 
While the library saw a 
return of $27,914 in 2008, 
that number has dropped 
significantly in conjunction 
with the country's financial 
meltdown. 

Though the trustees 
estimated that they'd see a 
return for the most recent 
year of $13,500, just $8,101 
was realized. In light of that, 
the library trustees are ask- 
ing taxpayers to foot a larg- 
er bill to keep the library 



level funded. 

Trustee of the Trust 
Fund Ephraim Dobbins 
went through the minutes 
of the January selectmen's 
meeting to correct or ex- 
pound on statements made 
then. 

Dobbins said that while 
there were charges that the 
trustees were not communi- 
cating well, he had met with 
the library in both Novem- 
ber and December 2011. He 
said the possibility for the 
library to pull its money out 
from the rest of the town 
and invest it on its own was 
discussed. It was a theme 
that also ran through last 
week's meeting. 

In January, selectmen 
raised concerns with CTF 
management. As reported in 
the Tri-Town Times, select- 
man Jack Cannon said, "I 
don't know what we're 
doing with the trust funds 
in this town." While con- 
ceding market volatility, he 
questioned whether that 
alone could account for 
such a drop. 

"I think these results 
should be very public and 
the trustees (of the trust 
funds) should come in here 
and explain why we're not 
getting the returns," said 
Cannon. 

"We've got to do some- 
thing. This is crazy," said 
chair Steph Landau, who 
also questioned the small 
return in light of his own 
investments. 

Dobbins asked the sel-

ectmen, particularly Can- 
non, what sort of bench- 
mark or market indices they 
were looking at to deter- 
mine whether return was 
low. Cannon responded that 
it wasn't his job to track that 
information. 

Last year the trustees 
sent out an explanatory let- 
ter to all groups affected by 
investment of the CTE It 
states the trustees under- 
stand the distributions of 
investment return have 
dropped in recent years, and 
explains how the process 
works. 

The letter states, "At the 
summary level the CTF 
earned $20,161.51 of 
income on an initial invest- 
ment (July 2, 2010) of 
$929,286. In order to deter- 
mine an accurate rate of 
return from the invest- 
ments, the initial invest- 
ment should be apportioned 
into a growth (equity) com- 
ponent and an income 
(bonds mostly) component 
and a calculation done on 
the performance of the 
income component. 

"The reason for this is 
that the CTF has invest- 
ments that are made to gen- 
erate annual income and 
investments that will grow 
in value in order that the 
CTF not erode in value over 
time. Put another way, not 
all of the CTF investments 
are generating annual in- 
come. Approximately 70 
percent of the investments 
are income generating, with 
the remainder being allocat- 
ed to growth. As the growth 
component of the portfolio 
of investments increases in 



value, the portfolio will be 
rebalanced with growth 
shares being exchanged for 
income ones, thereby allow- 
ing the balance producing 
income to increase over 
time." 

The letter states that the 
income side of things yield- 
ed an annual rate of return 
of 3.01 percent, a return 
higher than 10 Year Trea- 
sury, AAA Municipal Bond 
and AAA Corporate Bond 
returns. 

Telge, a financial advisor 
for 39 years, went through 
the process by which the 
town's money is invested. 
Telge said that while return 
was sought, the companies 
that help him to invest are 



security minded. He empha- 
sized that none of the town's 
portfolios evaporated dur- 
ing a time when that was 
happening to individuals, 
companies and municipali- 
ties across the country. 

Both Telge and the 
trustees emphasized that 
the only way to get more 
yield was to risk more. 

"Tell us something we 
don't know," said Cannon. 

"There are no secrets, 
Jack," said Telge. 

Selectman Mike Weider 
suggested that the heart of 
the problem was the discon- 
nect in how much the 
library is figuring will 
return in any given year and 
what actually comes in. 



Trustee of the Trust 
Fund Colin Costine agreed, 
saying it comes down to 
library trustees being insis- 
tent that they know what 
their disbursement will be. 

It's an important consid- 
eration for the library how- 
ever, as by the time the 
investment comes, it is al- 
ready locked into a budget. 
After the low 2008 return, 
the library cut open hours, 
staff hours and purchases. 

The board plans to bring 
all three groups together. 
Dobbins suggested that it 
would be wise to first talk to 
counsel for an answer on 
whether it was possible for 
the library to go it alone. 



Beach Committee Awaits Proposals 
for Drainage at Town Beach

HAMPSTEAD- Now that 
the voters have approved an 
article to spend $50,000 to 
finish drainage and erosion 
control at the Town Beach, 
the plan is to send out Re- 
quests for Proposals (RFPs) 
for catch basins, culverts and 
piping to handle the runoff 
on the streets near the beach. 

That runoff has stripped 
the sand from the beach, 
carrying it on into the lake. 

The town wanted to add 
sand to the beach several 
years ago and was dismayed 
to learn that sand could 
only be added every seven 
years with a state permit. 
The sand from the beach 



had been dragged away by 
runoff, and drainage into 
the lake has caused the 
swimming area to become 
shallow, but the state 
wouldn't permit dredging. 

In order to save the 
beach, an effort was mount- 
ed to get a grant to do recla- 
mation and drainage con- 
trol, but the grant was not 
awarded. Instead, an article 
on the 2010 warrant, 
approved by the voters, 
allowed the most critical 
aspects of the project to be 
done if the grant failed. 
That work was completed 
after the beach closed for 
the 2011 swimming season. 

Road Agent Jon Wor- 
then is preparing the RFPs 
to address the remaining 
work, thanks to voter 



mittee set Monday, April 23, 
by 4 p.m. as the return 
deadline for the RFPs. The 
bid proposals will be 
opened at the selectmen's 
meeting that night. 

Worthen said he hopes 
the committee can meet and 
make a recommendation 
decision following the 
opening of the bids, with 
the Board of Selectmen 
awarding the contract that 
night so the work can begin. 

At its meeting last week, 
the committee also decided 
to place signs along the 
edge of the rock-filled swale 
that is part of the drainage 
reclamation project at the 
beach. The signs will say

tee plans to have those signs 
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approval at the March 13 in place before the beach 
election.

• Hiett said problems 
with the emergency lights 
are being rectified.

Two emergency 
batteries in the basement 
are leaking and will be 
addressed. 

• Hiett said the Hamp- 
shire Fire Protection Co.

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Students, Teachers Take Advantage of Outdoor Classroom

HAMPSTEAD - The 
summer-like temperatures 
in mid-March couldn't be 
ignored, and Kathe Cussen's 
seventh grade science class- 
es at Hampstead Middle 
School decided to take ad- 
vantage of a special school 
resource, the Outdoor 
Classroom. 

The Outdoor Classroom 
was created in 2001. At the 
school where Cussen taught 
previous to coming to 
Hampstead Middle School, 
she had developed a trail 
system and an Outdoor 
Classroom and found them 
well received. Deciding that 
Hampstead Middle School 
needed something similar, 
Cussen enlisted the aid of 
University of New Hamp- 



shire Extension Service For- 
ester Phil Auger, and they 
walked the school bound- 
aries to determine the best 
site for an Outdoor Class- 
room in the summer of 2001 . 

After finding the perfect 
site, Cussen cleared it and 
Tony Hanna of Hanna Met- 
alworks in Chester de- 
signed, built and installed 
permanent benches. 

The funds for the Out- 
door Classroom, like so many 
science-related school proj- 
ects and equipment, were 
provided by the French 
Foundation, a family who 
spend the summers in Hamp- 
stead and support hands-on 
science education. 

The Outdoor Classroom 
is used by all the academic 
and Unified Arts teachers at 
the school. Lessons and 
courses that have taken place 



there include: nature draw- 
ing, music, poetry writing, 
spelling, play performance, 
debates, get-togethers of Sci- 
ence Buddies with Hamp- 
stead Central School, indus- 
trial arts, Project Learning 
Tree lessons, and assorted sci- 
ence topics. 

"I have found that the 
students become enthusias- 
tic learners when they are in 
the Outdoor Classroom," 
Cussen said. "It's a fresh 
change in their routine. All 
my science classes hiked up 
to the benches to observe 
signs of spring and sharpen 
their observational skills." 

That enthusiasm was evi- 
dent in Cussen's students. 

"It's a great break from 
being inside," said Nick 
Bortone. 

"Your mind feels open," 
added Cambria Delaney.

Mosquito Control Season Starts April 2 in Sandown

SANDOWN - Mosqui- 
toes have a way of surviv- 
ing, said Sarah MacGregor, 
president of Dragon Mos- 
quito Control. She said that 
though the winter didn't 
include much precipitation 
and temperatures haven't 
been routine this spring, 
mosquitoes won't necessari- 
ly be affected. 

Dragon is set to begin its 
mosquito surveillance and 
control efforts in Sandown 



on April 2. The effort is in 
response to concerns over 
the spread of West Nile 
Virus (WNV) and Eastern 
Equine Encephalitis (EEE), 
and municipalities across 
New Hampshire employ 
Dragon to keep mosquito 
populations low. 

Crews from Dragon will 
be checking swamps, salt 
marshes, woodland pools, 
ditches, storm drains and 
other shallow, stagnant water 
for mosquito larvae. Areas 
will be selectively treated 
with larvicide in an effort to 
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control those populations. 

If disease-carrying mos- 
quitoes are found in town, 
emergency spray treatments 
may be performed on public 
sites, but for the time being, 
the focus is on identifica- 
tion and larviciding breed- 
ing sites. 

Though the winter was 
mild, if just a few inches of 
rain falls between now and 
May 1, there will be plenty 
of stagnant pools for mos- 
quitoes to breed. And while 
those in the mosquito busi- 
ness might hope for 
droughts, even that isn't a 
surefire indicator of a low 
population. 

MacGregor said mosqui- 
toes that can breed in the 



small pools of water that 
come hand in hand with 
human activity do well, 
regardless of rainfall. While 
the wet season favors the 
mosquitoes that carry EEE, 
those that carry WNV thrive 
in dry spells. They breed in 
pools of water left in wheel- 
barrows or in outside dog 
bowls or car washing buckets. 

MacGregor was hesitant 
to predict what the season 
might turn out like, saying 
it is too early for such an 
effort. The dry, mild winter 
won't make much of a dif- 
ference, she said. 

While some species of 
mosquitoes send just one 
generation of newborns out 
into the world, others have 



I 
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two. So not only will an 
early spring rain count 
toward how the number of 
mosquitoes adds up, but so 
will precipitation in August, 
when those that breed again 
are looking for water in 
which to lay their eggs. 

"It's always tough to pre- 
dict," said MacGregor. 

And don't be fooled by 
the mosquitoes seen during 
the unseasonably warm 
days near the end of March. 
Those are holdovers from 
last year, which came out of 
hibernation a little bit early, 
she said. 

Mosquito eggs can lay 
dormant for years, so even if 
the conditions aren't right 
this year, there might just be 
more next year. 

Keep an eye on San- 
down's mosquito environ-

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Jump Rope for Heart Becomes Personal at Hampstead Central School

HAMPSTEAD - Jump 
Rope for Heart takes place in 
many schools, but few have 
the onsite poster child for 
the event that Hampstead 
Central School has in one of 
its fourth grade students, 10- 
year old Skyler Schroth. 

Skyler was born with a 
hole in her heart. She and 
Madison Cresta, who just 
recently learned she has dia- 
betes, were the motivators 
for the school's Jump Rope 
for Heart campaign this year, 
and the students jumped for 
their schoolmates as well as 
family or friends. 

Physical Education tea- 
cher Sandy Kwiecien, who 
organizes the Jump Rope for 
Heart event at the school, 



said having the girls' stories 
known makes the activity 
real for many of the chil- 
dren. The youngsters partic- 
ipating in the activity quick- 
ly came to understand this 
wasn't a fund raiser for 
strangers or just an exercise, 
but rather it was something 
personal. Kwiecien said this 
added not just meaning but 
raised awareness for the 
kids participating. 

Jumping rope is a great 
way to keep the students' 
hearts healthy, Kwiecien said. 
Participation in the event 
provides the physical edu- 
cation department an op- 
portunity to emphasize the 
elements of healthy living 
and gives teachers a chance 
to talk with students about 
how important living a 
healthy lifestyle is, and to 



point out the risks of lifestyle 
choices such as smoking or 
poor eating habits. Being able 
to combine the learning 
with a fun activity that also 
does something good for 
others is an excellent learn- 
ing vehicle, Kwiecien said. 

Kwiecien has the partic- 
ipants list the name of the 
person they are jumping rope 
for on a heart, personalizing 
the event for the youngsters. 

Last year the school's 
event raised $2,572, a sub- 
stantial increase over the 
$1,521 raised in 2010. This 
year the total raised by the 
Hampstead Central School 
third and fourth grade stu- 
dents was $2,731.33. 

"We had 186 third and 
fourth graders participate in 
the Jump Rope for Heart 
event," Kwiecien said. "This 



year we had a kick-off event 
with the Londonderry South 
School Hip Hoppin' Hawks 
Jump Rope Demonstration 
Team, who performed various 
jump rope skills using both 
long and short ropes. Their 
most important message was 
about keeping our hearts 
healthy by exercising, eating 
healthy and living smoke free." 

Given this year's results, 
Central School Principal Dil- 
lard Collins said, "We are very 
fortunate to have Sandy K. put 
this together with the chil- 
dren. This is a massive effort 
in many ways that teaches the 
children the lifelong need to 
take care of others and to 
live a healthy life. The fund- 
raising results are amazing. 
With a decreasing population 
of students, the amount of 
contributions are increasing."

the station going hasn't 
proved fruitful, and Grimm 
said it was a struggle to 
make sure everything went 
out to the public. 

"We were blessed with 
the Godfreys (Dick's wife, 
Marge, was also a driving 
force behind the station), 



and I think we became 
spoiled because of them," 
said Grimm, adding that 
most other towns in the 
area have some sort of paid 
position for cable station 
management. 

"The idea of volun- 
teerism in the cable system 
just doesn't work anymore," 
said Grimm. 

Selectmen defended 
their cut by saying it was 



hard to justify paying about 
$20 an hour for a cable sta- 
tion worker when other 
departments in town were 
receiving cuts and other 
positions were paid less. 

Selectman Chair Steph 
Landau argued that it would 
be tough to tell a volunteer 
firefighter that he was only 
getting a few dollars an 
hour to fight a fire when the 
town was paying a cable 



employee more than double 
that. 

Selectman Jack Cannon 
said he agreed with Lan- 
dau's assessment and said 
the price tag for the cable 
employee was out of step 
with the rest of the commu- 
nity. 

Grimm responded that 
whether the cost was $20 or 
$10 an hour, the fact 
remained that the town

Complicating the matter 
is the fact that Grimm 
would likely be the one paid 
for the work at the cable sta- 
tion.

At least one of 
the bills he sent the town 
for his work has not been 
paid by the board. 

Grimm argued that he'd 
welcome anyone to volun- 
teer at the station, and if 
someone else wanted the 
job, he had no issue with it. 

The board suggested 
that if the public thinks the 



pay should be included in 
the budget, they could 
move to include it during 
Town Meeting. 

While Grimm argued 
that the money wasn't com- 
ing from taxes, as franchise 
fees are a separate entity, 
there was some argument by 
the selectmen, particularly 
Landau, who said the 
money was still coming 
from the same people who 
paid taxes in town and thus 
had to be considered in the 
same breath as taxes.
